T aggart, m em ber of the national Dem­ 
ocratic com m ittee from Indiana and 
the man most prom inently spoken of

K. Jones, in an interv iew giv en here, 
thu s ex presses him self on behalf of 
Indiana for P arker: 
“It is ou r du ty as Dem ocrats and as 
men of intelligence to giv e to the v ot­ 
ers of the United S tates a safe and 
sane platform , and one u pon which all 
the Dem ocrats of the cou ntry can 
stand. 
That this conv ention will do' 
Its fu ll du ty in this connection I hav e 
not the slightest dou bt. 
“The platform and the candidate 
m u st be conserv ativ e, if we ex pect to 
win in this cam paign. 
I am in fav or 
of an u ltra conserv ativ e platform ; 
one withou t the ‘ism s’ of the past— 
a good, old-fashioned Dem ocratic plat­ 
form. 
The platform shou ld, in my 
ju dgm ent, declare for *a redu ction of 
the tariff, bu t not a radical rev ision 
It shou ld contain a plank giv ing self- 
gov ernm ent to the Filipinos and a 
straight-ou t anti-tru st plank. 
T here 
shou ld be, and tnere will be, no ev a­ 
sion in the platform . 
It will declare 
fu lly and frankly ex actly w hat the 
party stands for. 
It will not be su s­ 
ceptible of interpretations, becau se it 
will say what it m eans in plain E ng­ 
lish and withou t any attem pt to con­ 
fu se. 
“W ith a proper platform I am con­ 
v inced Ju dge P arker can be elected. 
I believ e he will be nom inated on eith­ 
er the first or second ballots. The sec­ 
ond baiiot may not be necessary , for 
it is my belief that the state delega­ 
tions seeing the trend of ev ents will 
change iheir v otes before the first call 
is completed. The fav orite son v ote of 
certain states may m ake a second roll- 
call necessary , bu t I dou bt it.

It Looks Like Parker. 
P arker on the second ballot, perhaps 
on the first. 
T hat is the claim of the 
men who are in charge of the political 
affairs of the New York candidate. 
The P arker opponents hav e tried to 
perfect a program which wou ld pro­ 
long the balloting and afford an op­ 
portu nity to nam e another candidate, 
bu t apparently they hav e not su cceed­ 
ed. 
Many com binations hav e been 
su ggested, bu t so far they seem to 
hav e prov en incapable of being assem ­ 
bled into a shape su fficiently su bstan­ 
tial to show the Independent and u nin­ 
stru cted delegates how another candi­ 
date can be named. 
Men who are su p­ 
posed to hold the balance of power 
hav e asked tne P arker opponents to 
say what woiwd be done after Parker 
had been pu t ou t of the race, bu t to­ 
day they say they hav e receiv ed no 
satisfactory answ er.

W hile there is a v ery friendly feel­ 
ing for Gorman am ong the Sou thern 
delegates, inclu ding those who are u n­ 
der instru ctions, or bou nd by the u nit 
ru le to v oto for Parker, y et th* pre­ 
dom inant ex pression from this ele­ 
m ent is that the effort now m aking in 
behalf of tbe M ary land senator is too 
late. 
They also point to the fact that 
when delegates were being chosen 
Gorman gav e no sign that he desired 
the nom ination. 
It is too mu ch to ex ­ 
pect, they say , that delegates who 
were chosen as P arker men, w hether 
u nder instru ctions or not, will desert 
him now or as long as there is a pos­ 
sibility of secu ring his nom ination.

ATTEMPTED ROBBERY 


Lewis So rrell Run Do wn a nd 


Killed by L.. E. < W. Tra in 


Nea r Eighth Street 


Cro ssing. 


W hile w alking sou th on the L. E. 
Sc W. 
tracks in this city betw een 
E ighth and Sev enth street*, M onday 
afternoon, Lew is Sorrell, a deaf m u te, 
liv ing a t 335 W est T enth street, was 
ru n dow’n by L. E. & W. m ix ed train 
No. 95 , engine No. 31, du e here a t 
3:15 , and was instantly killed. 
A t the tim e he was stru ck Sorrell 
was abou t thirty feet sou th of the 
E ighth street crossing. 
He, of cou rse, 
did not hear the train approaching 
and m ade no effort to get off the 
track. 
The train crew’ was composed 
of E ngineer John R eardon, F irem an 
Chase Pearsey , C ondu ctor A. Donegan 
and B rakem an 
W ill R atliff, all of 
R u shv ille, and 
B rakem an 
S tew art, 
of M u ncie. 
When seen by a representativ e of the 
R epu blican, 
E ngineer R eardon said 
he saw Sorrell w alking on the track 
as the tra in first entered the city lim ­ 
its. 
As he entered the c ity R eardon 
said he w histled for the N intiK stroet 
crossing and afte r he crossed N inth 
street, w histled for the ¡E ighth street 
crossing. 
As they approached E ighth 
street, F irem an Pearsey 
rocognized 
Sorrell and the engineer slow ed dowm, 
giv ing the danger signal a t the same 
tim e. 
B orrell stay ed on the track and 
when tli© engine reached a point abou t 
ninety feet from him , R eardon re ­ 
v ersed his engine, bu t the train was 
going at a high rato of s]>eed and he 
was u nabie to stop in tim e. 
The e n­ 
gineer |estim ates the rate of speed at 
the tim e a t abou t six to eig ht m iles 
per hou r. 
Sorrell wras stru ck by the pilot of 
the engine, knocked face dow nw ard 
and rolled beneath the wheels, com ing 
ou t betw een the driv e wheels oil*the 
left side of the engine. 
H is body fell 
across the rail and the entire train, 
engine and tender, freig ht car and 
passenger coach passed ov er him . 
The 
train stopped alm ost a t the same in­ 
stant and F irem an Pearsey and the 
train crew and passengers 
clim bed 
ou t to ascertain the ex tent of the a cci­ 
dent. 
D octor VanOsdol and others were 
near the scene a t the tim e and w hen 
they reached him , Sorrell was ly ing 
across the rail, gasping for life and 
jerking conv u lsiv ely . 
H is body was 
sev ered at the w aist and was badly 
lacerated abou t tbe legs. 
It was tu rned ov er to D epu ty C or­ 
oner G reen u pon his arriv al and taken 
to W y att’s u ndertaking establishm ent, 
w here it was prepared for bu rial. 
The fu neral was held a t the late 
residence 
this 
afternoon 
a t 
one 
o’clock, condu cted by Rev . W. W. 
Sniff, w ith interm ent in Blu e R iv er 
cem etery . 
Sorrell was tw enty -three y ears old 
and was a son of Mr. and Mrs. Alex 
Sorrell. 
He had been deaf and du m b 
all his life, bu t had receiv ed a good 
edu cation. 
n e came near 
being killed last 
m onth by a Big F ou r tra in in this 
city , near the F ifth street crossing, 
barely escaping in tim e. 
Sev eral passegers were on the train 
and partially saw the accident, am ong 
them being Mr. and Mrs. WTilliam M c­ 
B ride and son Stanton, and A. F re e ­ 
m an, of this c ity ; Mrs. C law son, of 
May s S ta tion; Mrs. R y an, of M u ncie; 
W illiam Anderson, of A rlington, and 
E.%S, T ay lor, of G reensbu rg.

The w ar office believes th at a fur­ 
th er advance on T a Tche Kiao is im­ 
possible in view of the powerful resist­ 
ance which can be made by the R us­ 
sians, combined with the great diffi­ 
culties of transportation over rain-sod­ 
den roads. 
D esultory fighting, how­ 
ever, is likely to continue for the pos­ 
session of the passes, which -are par­ 
ticularly valuable to either belligerent 
for the purpose of obtaining inform a­ 
tion regarding the oth er’s m ovem ents. 
The Japanese still hold Dalin pass, 
while the R ussians have captured Ou- 
dalin pass. 
The sim ilarity of nam es 
led to the prem ature report of a Ja p ­ 
anese retreat from Dalin pass. 
M ajor General M istchenko is h a r­ 
assing and driving back the Japanese 
betw een Siuy en and Kai Chau, already 
inflicting a loss of about 600 in killed 
or wounded.

De Foe, the author of “Robinson Cru­ 
soe,” traveled throug h the g reat east­ 
ern m arshes of Eng land in 17 22. 
H e 
records th at in th at “damp part of the 
world” it w as common to meet w ith a 
m an who had had from five to fifteen 
wives. 
Indeed he sa js that some had 
more. De Foe adds th at a m erry fellow, 
who had him self had about a score of 
wives, told him th at the men of the 
m arshes, being seasoned to the dam p 
chniate, took little harm from it, but 
th at they w ent into the “hilly country ” 
for their wives. 
“W hen they took the 
y oung lasses out of the wholesome 
and fresh air, they were healthy , fresh 
and clear and well. 
B ut when they 
cam e out of their native air into the 
m arshes among the fog s and damp, 
there 
they presently chang ed 
their 
complex ions, g ot an ag ue or two and 
seldom held it above half a y ear or a 
y ear a t the m ost.” One w ife w as sac­ 
rificed, another w as procured, and so 
the process w ent on. De Foe is careful 
to state th at his merry inform er “fib­ 
bed a little,” at least concerning his 
own wives, but he declares that the 
g eneral statem ent is perfectly true. 


Travelers’ Guide.

A F ish W ith Hand« . 
Zoolog ists have long reg arded the 
fish which rem ains fpr day s out of wa* 
ter and climbs trees as one of the 
strang est departures from nature, but 
the m ost w onderful of these 
1h the peri- 
opbthalm us of the w est African coast. 
It not only is at thuch a t home 011 land 
as in wuter, but climbs the m ang rove 
roots and takes long journey s about 
the sw am ps on them and huikls Itself 
mud houses raised above the surface, 
w ith an opeuing at the top, from which 
its bulg ing ey es stare out at every 
alarm . 
For this life the fish is fitted 
w ith long arm s, w ith elbow and wrist, 
while the fing ers are separated and 
prehensile, Instead of being flat and 
finlike. 
These hands in the African 
species hold the m ang rove roots in 
climbing and are the m eans of propul­ 
sion throug h the mud.
